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American Voter Will Provide 
Answer to Question Tonight

Shortly after midnight the American voter wiil have 
provided the final answer to a question that political experts, 
reporters, party pros, and pollsters have generally shied 
away from: Is it Jack or Dick? 


Although tabulations will not 
be completed until early tomor- 
row in this 1960 presidential 
election, it is assured that by 
midnight—and perhaps earlier 
a trend will have been estab 
lished and the winner al! but 
officially declared 

Pre-election day trends indi 
cate Kennedy running slightly 
ahead of Nixon in such key 
states as New York, Pennsylvan 
ia, and California. These states 
hold a total of 109 of the 269 
electoral votes needed to win 

Religion remained — up to 
polling time — the great im- 
ponderable of the campaign 
Kennedy is given strength in 
Illinois (27 electoral votes). but 
in the south af that state—tra- 
ditionally Republican territory 
—the religious issue is said to 
have hurt him. It is conceded 
that the Democratic ticket was 
hurt also in the farm belt states 
and here Nixon is expected to 
run off with a comfortable mar- 
gin. 

The issue of Kennedy's Cath- 
olicism is likewise said to have 
cut into his strength in the 
South. Bat the presence of Lyn- 
don Johnson on the ticket and a 
strong party organization in 
these states is expected to keep 
most of the area's electoral 
votes in the Democratic camp. 

It appeared to most observers 
that Kennedy had succeeded 
gaining the support of midwest- 
ern indusirial centers such as 
Chicago, Cleveland, and Toledo. 
If the Democrats’ nominee wins 
Illinois, he will win it in Chica- 
go and Cook county; if he loses, 
he will lose it {nm agricultural 


and Bible-reading southern Iili- 
nois. The same reasonings is ap 
plied to Ohio, but here Kennedy 
is generally conceded to have a 
good hold on the state 
Nixon's strength appears in 
whatever runaway Southern 
states he may gather, the upper 


and traditionally Republican 
New England states, the farm 
belt, and in scattered bastions 


in the West such as Oregon, Ha- 
waii, and Arizona 

It is believed that Nixon must 
have at least two of the major 
states: New York, California, 
Illinois, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
Texas. Texas because of the re 
ligious question and the 
strength of Johnson is rated a 
toss-up with at best a razor edge 
going to Nixon, Of the major 
states (not including Texas) 
Nixon's best bets are California 
and Illinois 

Democrats have a vast margin 
in voter registration in this 
state, but it also is Nixon's home 
territory. Republicans — in pri- 
vate at least—admit they have 
an uphill fight here. Llinois, as 
mentioned before, is another 
state difficult to measure. 

These are the states to watch. 
An early Kennedy margin in 
Texas or the border states 
might indicate a complete swing 
back to the solid South and a 
sweeping Democratic victory. 
An early show of Nixon strength 
in California and Illinois or Cal- 
ifornia and Texas might be in- 
dicative of a Republican walk- 
away.
